In response to the Restriction Requirement of March 17. 2006, Applicant elects, 
without traverse, the claims corresponding to Group I, as defined by the Examiner, namely 
claims 1^36 and 43-51. 

In response to the species election requirement, Applicant elects the second 
species as defined by the Examiner, namely an electrostatic support with a diamond-like 
material contact surface, with traverse. The claims corresponding to this species include at least 
claims 1-10 and 12-20. 

Applicant traverses the species election on grounds that the Applicant has 
defined a generic claim, as for example, recited in independent claims 1 , 12 and 21 , which are to 
a "substrate support structure'. The substrate support structure can be an electrostatic support, 
lift pin, heat exchange pedestal or any other structure capable of supporting a substrate.
